At tho opening of liis address 
Dr. James recalled that wlien 
James Menill died in 1S13 tliero 
were only .1 scoro of universities 
In pxistnnco tlirougliout ■ tlio en- 
tire British Empire and the Unit- 
ed States.

It 
is concerned ^Ith such matters as 
arranging student exchanges with 
other countries and sending dele- 
gates to international Student 
Conferences. 

lUS, the Intcrnallonal Union of 
Students, is a Communist domin- 
ated organization which repre- 
sents many of the national stu- 
dent groups of the world. It holds 
periodic conferences to discuss 
student problems and to try and 
bring about their solution. Most 
Unions from Western nations 
oit her never joined lUS in the 
first place or else have since 
dropped out because of disagree- 
nii-nt with Its polillral policlf.x. 
.M'CM'.-? has never been a niom- 
ber of tho lUS, although observ- 
ers from the Federation have at- 
tended International conferences. 

Co-Sec is a Co-ordinating Se- 
cretarl.it formed by the We.-ilern 
Student I'nlons- It does not In 
any way seek to rival the ll'S, nor 
to sot up a block against It, but 
ineroly proposes to provide means 
for practical co-operation on stu- 
dent afairs for the Western 
Kroup.s. 

Tho \Vi;S or World I iiiversOy 
Service Is an organization di siKii- 
cd to pruinolo student relief. At 
present is sponsoring an Indone- 



sian student studying at McGill, 
WU.SC, tlie World University ;• 
Service of Canada, is the Cana- 
dian branch of WUS. 

Tho ISR, International Student 
Relief, is an lUS affiliation. It 
works independently of WUS and 
its purposes are slightly differ- 
ent.

"The idea that has dominated 
the Jewish people Is the Idea of 
man's ultimate pcrfcctivity in a 
world of co-operation." 

Thus spoke Mr. Mnurlrc Sa- 
muel,, noted author nnd lecturer 
ns^hOi^offlcially openul the lerl- 
ure-forum scries of the McGill 
llillel Foundation last night. Mr. 
Samuel, whose works Include 
"The Gentleman and the Jew", 
"Tlio Prince of tho Ghetto", and 
"Harvest in tho Desert" spoko on 
"The Meaning of Jewish History." 

He classified Jewish history un- 
der two headings — The Making 
of the Book by the people nnd the 
making of the people by tho 
Hook- The lar^o audience was al- 
ternately amazed and nniiised hy 
.Mr. S.iinuel, who Is one of tho 
most eloquent orators of the Jew- 
ish world community. Avid parti- 
cipation was taken in the ques- 
tion period which followed the' 
lecture, showing that .Mr. Samuel 
had Indeed provided lii.'< audience 
Willi "food" for thought."

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The Sin of Simplification 



The reader of present day newspapers 
is constantly made aware of the fact that 
there are many oilier countincs and peo- 
ples in this world otiier tiian tlie famous 
powers he read about in school. Names 
iilce Korea, Kenya, Indochina, British Gui- 
ana, have suddenly lost whatever vague 
and romantic connotation they used to 
have and become, almost overnight, un- 
pleasant geograpliic localities hrccdinp: 
trouble. In^recording the incidents that 
made thesP headlines, the western mind 
hsa become guilty of one principal sin. . 

The sin incurred in is oversimplifica- 
tion. There is still that bigoted tencdncy 
of judging events and peoples in terms 
of good and bad. Moreover, this judging 
is done in tlie light of western traditions 
and backgi'ound. By some incomprehensi- 
ble twist of logic the natipn.'ili.stic.. spirit,. 

-of smaller countries is regarded as sinful, 
whereas one of the most revered theories 
of the west is tlie duty to one's falher- 
.land. Speeches are made about equality 
and liberty, yet at the same time the prac- 
tical application of these concepts is de- 

-nied peoples in smaller countries on the 
basis of illiteracy or colour. When some 
of our democratic principles are refused 
because they do not apply to a particular 
setting, we are insulted, surprised and 
then suspicious. Instead of attempting to 

-understand the sentimcnts,^.i.deology-and- 
history of peoples rising witli the spirit 
of nationalism, we look around for a scape- 
goat. 

The handiest scapegoat of today is 
the Soviet Union and Communism. If any- 
' thing goes wrong in some corner of the 
earth we immediately spring to the con- 
elusion that the trouble is communist in- 
spired. The beauty of this handy scape- 
goat is that it always does have a finger 
in the pie. So by saying that the uprising 
in Kenya, or Britisli Guiana, or Egypt — 
or wherever it might be — is the subtle, 
clever, undercover work of the wicked 
archfiend Communism, we find ourselves 
with the simple proposition of being able 
to judge in terms of good and bad. And 
in doing so we are not only giving llie 
•Communist more credit than they are 
due, but we are forgetting the most im- 
portant afctor of all: tho feeling and ideas 
of people fighting for their independence. 

We do not wish to minimize the pro- 
pagandist strength of Communism. Mate- 
rial benefits have always appealed to hu- 
mâjîity — especially when it was hungry 



and sick. But what we do wish to say, is 
that no matter how good the propaganda, 
no matter how good the espionage, sub- 
versive activities and revolutionary plots, 
they will not succeed unless there is a 
strong clement of dissatisfaction, sense of 
injustice, and desire for better things 
present in the emotional and intellectual 
makeup of the peoples concerned. 

There is little doubt that the Com- 
munists have a finger in the pie. But they 
only have a finger in the pie as long as* 
., they are echoing the ideals of the peoples 
that baked the pie. Once tliey start trying 
to impose their totalitarian system, they 
arc going^ to run into the same trouble 
Democracy has run into: a system that 
works in one country will not necessarily 
work in another. 

, At prospnt the Communists are riding 
high on the bandwagon of nationalism. 
Their position is mainly due to their ma- 
terial aid to the small countries fighting 
their wars of independence. The chance 
that they might remain permanently in 
this position is most disturbing to us. 
Therefore, we worry about thciittle na- 
I tions of whom we learned so little in our 
schoolrooms. We are afraid because we 
know nothing about the particular situa- 
tions, and this fear spiirs us-to a more 
desperate search for a solution — prcf- 
crably : a simple one, and one that will 
stand the test of an over-rated maxim of 
our culture: "Common Sense." 

Wliat, then, is the answer to the var- 
ious uprisings, to the revolutions, to the 
prumbling? There is no simple answer. 
The answer is a compound of liistorical 
background, religious beliefs, contempora- 
ry economic pressures or relaxations, ex- 
ternal pressures — both material and 
ideological — and many other factors that 
add up to the final answer. Men all over 
the world are attempting to make oui- 
westerîi mind aware of these factors and 
help it arrive at a just conclusion. But 
our minds are lazy, our minds are spoilt 
with centuries of simplification, and are 
today filled with the blaring simplicity of 
newspapers-headlines, radio-commentators 
as well as with fear. Fear that stems from 
ignorance, fear that stems from our very 
habit of oversimplification 

We claim with pride our cultural herit- 
age. The foundation of this heritage has 
been mental exercise. Why.' lhenido !we 
insist on mental laziness?

are concerned. Although graduated and 
friends have the unquestionable right of 
supporting and associating themselves 
with the team, it is to the present day 
students that the latter owes greatest

allegiance. Today's undergraduates man 
the squad, have fought for the right to 
be included in it, watch practice sessions, 
and are the most rabid fans, even if their 
support is, of necessity, not of a material 
nature. 

In addition to these, other arguments 
in favour of the change are the added 
cheering power provided by a massed 
students' section, and the l>oost it will like- 
ly give to student attendance. 

The new policy, similar to that of many 
American universities, is a step in the 
right direction. What remains now is for 
students to react by renewing their sup- 
port for the football team and turning out 
in larger numbers to the coming home 
games.

It Is a matter of 
developing a faculty, which mo.it 
young people havo In a rudiment- 
ary state, and which In Its full 
flower can be the most Important 
result ot their education. And 
lliorc is a Jiistiflcatldn for hiring 
prnfessors even after the smoking- 
room and tho library have been 
fully established. I was once for 
a short time an nssl.stant professor 
in this University. Perhaps it wns 
permitted me do develop In some 
of my .McGIII students this pre- 
cious faculty ot discriminatory 
reading. I Ehall try to convince 
myself that it is so.
